Wwe are very 
happy to have Col. Schwab at the ceremony, and I can imagane how 
attractive he is from what you say, but he will be in the procession 
and will thus be seen By the audience. Aside from the fact that ‘Ge 
would be one extra person on the platform, which is already crowded, 
the ceremony of his handing the wreath to his mother eli takes extra 
time, which we do not have at our disposel. I write you these things 
thus frankly, hoping that for the benefit of the continuity of the 
ceremony, you will see why we must keep things as scheduled.
